been authorized to offer degree programs in Washington State since 1999 and currently operates 

a campus in Federal Way and learning centers in Bellevue and Lynnwood.  It is accredited by 

North Central Association of Colleges and Schools-Higher Learning Commission (NCA-HLC). 

Nature of the review:
